West of Edmonton the daily 
train to Vancouver only stops at) 
the divisional points of Edson and | 
dasper. There will be passenger 
and express service to these two 
points, but nothing between. So 
far as the rest of the places along 
the line between are concerned 
the train does not exist. 

Mails, passengers and express 
are carried between Edmonton 
and Jasper by the Prince Rupert 
train which leaves Edmonton at 
9 p.m. on Sunday, Tuesday and 
Friday, and arrives at Edmonton | 
on Monday, Wednesday and F'ri- 
day at 7:35a.m. This train takes 
the place of the former Edson lo- 
cal, which, on three days a week, 
allowed residents between Edmon- 
ton and Edgon 'to come to the city 
for a part of the day, returning | 
at night. Under the new schedule 
they can only do this on one day 


Under the arrangement that 
prevailed up to Monday the Van- 
couver train took Prince Rupert 
coaches to Jasper three days in the 
week. The Prince Rupert train 
was made up at Jasper. The Ed-! 
son local took eare of the business | 
between Edmonton and Edson 
and the Vancouver train between | 
Edson and Jasper. Now there is 
a second train between Edson and 
Jasper; so that the change is not} 
in the direction of economy any} 
more than it is in improved ser- 
vice. 

There are along the line be- 
tween Edmonton and Jasper a 
number of places of greater or less 
importance that will feel the with- 
drawal of the measure of train 
service that they formerly enjoy- 
ed very seriously. The principal 
of these are 'the coal towns of 
Evansburg and Brule. At Evans- 
burg there are 180 men at work 
in the mine. The - pay roll 
amounts to $25,000 a month; there

Alberta. It employs 400 men and 
has a corresponding output and} 
Surely points like these 
are entitled to something more 
than a service three times a week 
when a train passes every day. 
Spruce Grove, Stony Plain and 
Wabamun are nearer Edmonton. 
All have large business with the 
city. 

The former local service to Ed- 
son was by daylight. What now 
stands in the place of that local 
service is by night. Leaving Ed-| 
monton at 9 p.m. the train is timed | 
to reach Jasper at 7:10 a.m. So} 
that the whole run for the acecom- 
modation of the people along the 
line this side of the summit is 
during ‘the darkest hours of the 
night. The effect that this will 
have upon the travel that would 
naturally come to Edmonton can 
easily be imagined. 

The Vancouver train should 
stop for mail, passengers and ex- 
press at least at Stony Plain, Wa- 


well as at Edson and Jasper, and 
the Rupert train should leave Ed- 
monton a¢ a More convenient hour 
on moye convenient days than 
are provided for in the present 
schedule. 

Increased cost and less service 
seems to have been the guiding 
idea of the management of the Na- 
tional railways in making out 
their summer train service. 


Refused to Take the Money. 


The British coal miners refused 
to take fifty million dollars and 
call off the coal strike. The Gov- 
ernment offered this tremendous 
sum to be distributed among the 
miners as bonuses, to balance the 
difference between reduced pay 
and the more slowly reducing cost | 
of living. The offer to pay over) 
that amount of the taxpayers’| 
money as the price of peace illns-| 
trates the seriousness of the in-| 
dustrial situation that has been} 
be. ‘about by the stoppage of 
the iuel supply. The refusal of 
the miners to take the offer sug 
gests that the situation is liable to 
get a good deal worse before it 
gets better, 


Breaking Down the Barriers? 


The Manitoba Legislature lias 
decided that the Publie Utilities 
Commission is not a utility, and 
that it is betterto save the cos' 
than retain its services, Premier 


Norris defended the Commission | 


on the ground that it had saved 
investors in the Province a good 
many thousand dollars by pre- 
venting the sale of ‘‘wild’ cat’ 
stock. Perhaps that is why the 
Legislature decided to abolish the 
board. The aggressive element in 


ther the Dommion Government 
should assist returned soldiers 
who wish to build houses for their 
families to live in. In view of the 
assistance the Government gave) 
to returned men who wished to 
go upon land, the argument for 
assistance {o these who wish to 
live in the towns is strong. At 
present the returned man in town} 
has got from the Government 
nothing to put him on the same 
footing as his comrade who went | 
on a farm bought or equipped 
with a loan from the national 
treasury. If the Government ad 
vanced him a building loan, or the 
price of a ready-built house, it 
would be doing nothing more than 
equalizing matters between men 


who have equal claim to national 
assistance in establishing them- 
selves, 


Compulsory Sale of Land? 


The Western Canada Coloniza- | 
tion Association is applying to! 
the Manitoba Government for a 
law which will compel the owner 
of unoccupied property to file 
with the Government a price at 
which he is willing to sell it. 
Premier Norris announced that 
legislation to this effect would be 
introduced in the Legislature. As! 
the Association operates through 
the other provinces, it is to be ex- 
pected that a similar proposal 
will come before the Legis- 
lature of <Aiberta. With the; 
present tendeney to penalize 
the owner of unused Jand for wild 
land taxes, it is not likely that a 
law of the kind would arouse any 
considerable measure of opposi- 
tion. It would at least have the 
one useful effeet of establishing 
something like uniformity in the 
prices asked for wild land; and 
thereby would tend also to equal- 
ize the market valne of cultivated 
land.
